rrofessioiuilisin is tlie frn'atost 
menace of eolletfe .sport today, 
('oac'h W. I.. Stanton of t’al-Tech 
told the Kiwanis Cluh on Tuesday. 
The veteran coach whose smart 
football teams have won him the 
/uhriiiuet of “Fox,” was the speak- 
(r of the day and made a K>'eat 
hit with Ids fellow townsmen. 
-Many of them met him for the 
first time in spite of the fact he 
has resided in Sierra Madre four 
years. 

Ify professionalism Mr. SUinton 
included all kinds of special in¬ 
ducements olfered promising ath- 
letc.s to enter any certain college, 
whether actu.il nay, loans ad¬ 
vanced by wealtiiy alumid, easy 
jobs with’ pay out of proiiortion 
to work done, or other valuable 
considerations. He also discour- 
age.s the college athlete from tak¬ 
ing uj) a career of piofessional 
athletics. 

The magnitude of the financial 
ride of modern college athletics 
puts the emphasis in the wrong 
place, declares Mr. Stanton. 'I'o 
draw big gate receipts, the col¬ 
lege must have winning teams. To 
secure these the alumni, student 
body and athletic management 
unite in an effort' to .secui>; stai' 
high school athletes and the 
abuses of the recruiting system 
follow. The fact that it is done 
as a subterfuge brings in the ele- 
.nent of decept'on as one injury 
to the student’s character. Then 
ho is often led to change hi.s 
coutse of study and possibly wreck 
a promising .scholastic career by 
going to st)me (tther than the col¬ 
lege best suited to his needs. 
ISusine.ss careers are often wrock- 
e<l hv the same cause. 

When the athlete is paid, di¬ 
rectly or indirectly for his talent, 
'ds pl.'iy Irecomes work and ath¬ 
letics can no longer be classed as 
.<' 1 ) 011 . It is through wholesome 
development of the play in.-tinct 
that athletic sport contributes 
most to building of body and 
character, and Mr. Stanton says 
he is a firm believer in the worth 
of the fun element. 

Every year his teams have 
managed to spring a surpri.se by 
upsetting one of the .strongest 
conference football teams. East 
fall it wa.-. Occidental which the 
noorly-rated Cal-Tech humbled. 
Mr. St.inton said his final word 
to the team before the game was; 
“Now boys, remember you are 
go'ng to have a lot of fun nut of 
thi.s game.” .4nd his little ipiar- 
terback kept .sending his men thru 
the opposing line with the cry, 
“Now let’s go in and hi've some 
more fun.” 

The remedy for the recruiting 
evil, Mr. Stanton says, is really 
in the hands of the university 
executives. Student body control 
should never extend over an ath¬ 
letic •coach. The coach should be 
a member of the faculty and 
chosen with a.s much reganl for 
character and other <|ualifications 
as any other faculty ittember. 
Then he can direct the athletic 

policies of the institution along 
proper lines. 

Mr. Stanton based his plea for 

clean amateur sport on the ob- 

.servation of many years as coach. 
Since graduating from Dickinson 
College he has devoted a (piarter 
of a century to developing college 
teams east an<l west, achieving 
out.standing succe.ss in schools 

without a large student body to 
supply material. In Cal-Tech he 
takes great pride in the fact that 
last fall hi.s football sipiad aver¬ 
aged higher in scholarship than 
any student organization on the 
campus.

(Continued from Page One) j 
will be reconstructed at various 
street inter.section.s in connection 
with the reconstruction of cul- 
veits with wooden tops or having 
other dangerous or objectionable 
features. ’I'liere are as follows: 

Ka.st side of l.ima at Montecito 
and I.aiiiel avenues. 

Hermosa .Avenue at .Montecito, 
Highland, I.aurel and (Jrand View. 

.Vuburn at alley north of Cen- 
tial, .Montecito, Highland, Victoria 
Lane and (Jrand View, also across 
.Auburn north of Highland. 

llaldwin .Avenue east side at 
Higldand, west side at Montecito. 

Mountain Trail .Avenue, both 
sides at I.aurel, west side at Mira 
Monte. 

Mr. (lierlicli further explains 
that the district as formed in¬ 
cludes only such territory as 
would 111 ' assessable in a frontage 
district, that is, half a block from 
the im()rovement, exceiit in cases 
hereinbefore mentioned wheie the 
curl), gutter and stri'el work is 
done which is chargeable to front- 
ag(‘. 'I’lie grammar school board 
has agreed to iiay up to $1.'1()0 of 
the cost of the improvement, 
which is estimateii to be its full 
share, and the city engineer has 
made an ('stiniate of cost of the 
total iniiiroveiiient, and has .spread 
a tentative assessment, which is 
approximately as follows; 

The cost of the imiirovement of 
I.aurel, .Montecito .Avenue and 
Court, the alley, and the curb and 
gutter on Haldwin and Mountain 
Trail, will be assessed on a front- 
:ige basis the same as all other 
stieet work in the city. The bal¬ 
ance of the intersection and drain¬ 
age improvement to be assessed 
at 112 '-j cents per front foot to all 
pro()eit> within half a block of an 
inter.section to be improved. \V here 
any property in the district has 
alre:i<ly been assessol for drain¬ 
age and culvert improvement un¬ 
der another street proceeding, 
credit is given for its cost, which 
reduces the rate to only Cm cents 
a front foot. 

The entire district i.s analyzed 
and the as.sessment |)laceil on an 
eiiuitable basis. Where any pnqi- 
erty has already paid a partial 
diainage assessment it will be 
given credit therefor. For in¬ 
stance, any property 'wnthin the 
Sunnyside storm drain district in- 
st.dled la.st year, is not included 
in this distri'et, nor is any prop¬ 
erty that will have additional 
.storm drain us.sessments in fu- 
tu.e imiirovements includcsl there- 
in. 

It must be remembered that the 
entire drainage of Bailey Canyon 
Wash circulates thru the city of 
Sierra .Madre, which is only one 
of the five major storm drains 
flowing thru the city. From time 
to time, as improvements are 
made, these major drains must be 
provided for, and additional dis¬ 
tricts in other portions of the city 
must necessarily be formed to 
pay for the.se drains, in whick 
case an analysis of the former 
ilrainage assessment districts is 
made so that no properly will pay 
more than its actual proportion of 
the total cost of [iroviding for all 
of these drains. 

Both sides of North Baldwin 
and .Mountain Trail Avenues hav¬ 
ing no culvert or drainage im¬ 
provements at this time are [)lac<'d 
under a .separate zone and are 
assessed only for their frontage 
improvement, that is, curbs, gut¬ 
ters, etc. 

The engineering department at 
the city hall has a complete mail 
(d' the district, showing locations 
o." the various improvements, and 
proiierty owners are urged to fully 
inform themselves as to the actual 
facts relative to the imiirovement.
